First, we'd like to thank all of you for the terrific 
response and interest you've shown in the fan club. 
Your letters have been great and we're thrilled that 
everyone is enjoying the items they sent for. Finally, 
we've enclosed a special order form, which gives you 
the opportunity to be the first to receive the tour mer- 
chandise which will be sold on the Bee Gees tour. Now, 
on to the news at hand! 


We recently had a chance to sit down and talk with 
Barry, Maurice and Robin, and get some of the answers 
to the many questions you've been asking. First, the 
exciting news is that the Bee Gees will be touring Europe 
and Japan next year and are looking forward to seeing 
all of you. Currently, they are just finishing a solid 
month’s rehearsal for the U.S. tour which begins June 
28th in Ft. Worth, Texas. The rehearsals have been 
extensive with the band practicing 5 or 6 hours a day. 
Contrary to rumor, Andy Gibb will not be opening any 
dates with his brothers. There is talk, however, that 
Andy might perform with them when they tour Asia 
next year. 

Without a doubt this is the Bee Gees biggest tour, and 
they are all looking forward to it with much excitement. 
As Robin told us, “ifeel great about this tour, because this 
is going to be the biggest one we've ever done. Basically, 
because we've never had success on the level we do 
now. And it’s going to be a whole different scene than 
we've ever seen before, because of it.” 

Maurice is also looking forward to the tour, but for a 
different reason. As he explained, “One thing that’s 
really exciting me is that I'm not playing bass on this tour. 
When we do all the vocals, like on “Stayin’ Alive,” you've 
got the different bounce beats with the bass, and find it 
more exciting now just to play rhythm guitar. | find it 
more enjoyable and it makes it easier to do the vocals 

onstage.” 

The Bee Gees and their band have been practicing 
round the clock and this is sure to be their best tour ever. 


As Barry says about the band, “Our band is really like a 
family and we're very close to one another. We love 
them and they’re the best.” 

This will possibly be the Bee Gees last extensive tour of 
the U.S. After the tour they're going to cut a new album 
and then take a couple of years off and relax. They'll then 
return with what Maurice calls, “a brand new sound.” As 
Barry said about the tour, “We hope to see as many 
people as possible. It’s possibly our last tour and we’'dlike 
to see the people that have followed us for the last ten 
years or so to come and see us for possibly what could be 
their last chance to actually see us live.”

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After the Bee Gees concert tour, Barry, 
Maurice and Robin will be starring in their 
first television special. This will be aired on 
NBC during the 1979-1980 TV season. The 
90-minute spectacular will include exciting 
film of the Bee Gees taken backstage, in the 
recording studio, and at home with their 
families. 


As Maurice told us, “It’s a real fun program.” All of the Bee Gees have taken a keen interest in 
this special and they've even dug up some home movies to include in the show. Barry told us, 
“the television crew literally took over my house for a lot of the shooting, It might have been 
humorous for us at times, but it was far from humorous for our families.” That's showbiz, 
however, and everything turned out for the best. 

The Bee Gees will be putting the finishing touches on this special during their tour break 
from August 5th to the 26th. We can’t wait to see it! 


UNICEF UPDATE 


The last special the Bee Gees were in- 
volved with, of course, was the historic 
MUSIC FOR UNICEF Concert. They're still 
overwhelmed with the show's fantastic 
success. Robin voiced everyone's opinion 
when he said, “We all felt very good about 
the program. It was great that so many 
people gave their time for what was 


obviously a truly worthy cause.” At this 
point in time, almost 5 million dollars has 
been made for UNICEF from the special, 
with a million of it coming from the Bee Gees 
world-wide hit, “Too Much Heaven.” It will 
also be included on the UNICEF soundtrack 
album which will be out in May on the 
UNICEF label. 

Currently in the planning stages is 
UNICEF II. At this point it hasn't been decid- 
ed in which country the concert will take 
place, but as pointed out, “it will be the same 
type of show. What will be different is that it 
will be a live show ina stadium. There will be 
12 world famous artists, each donating their 
song. The show will either be televised or 
broadcast by radio.” 

By the way, your response to the special 
has been fantastic. We'd like to thank all of 
you for sending checks to the UNICEF foun- 
dation. The Bee Gees have been overwhel- 
med bY your response. As Barry pointed out, 
“Thank you very, very much for seeing the 
Same need in the world as we do. Where 
help for children is almost an impossibility. 
Thank God, you're seeing the same thing 
that we're seeing. And it's nice to know that 
Our popularity is not just bringing rewards 
for us, but it’s making other kids see that 
there is a problem in the world and they can 
help it.” Thanks again. 
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Bee Gees Tie Record 


The Bee Gees have become only the second group in 
history to release six consecutive number one singles in a 
row. They reached this milestone when “Love You Inside 
Out” hit the top slot. It was their third number one single 
from the recent album, ‘Spirits Having Flown.’ The only 
other group to achieve such an accomplishment is the 
Beatles. Barry, Maurice and Robin are thrilled to join such 
distinquished company! 

In addition, this marks the first time any group has hit 
the number one spot with three consecutive number 
one singles from each of two consecutive number one 
albums. Prior to the three number one singles from ‘Spir- 
its Having Flown,’ the Bee Gees topped the charts with 
“How Deep Is Your Love,” “Stayin’ Alive,” and “Night 
Fever,” all from the phenomenal, all-time best-selling 
number one ‘Saturday Night Fever’ soundtrack album. 


Aracliwiclwelh 
Projects 


As great as the Bee Gees are together, they all have 
exciting individual projects planned for the future. Be- 
sides working on Andy's new album, Barry will also be 
producing the next Barbra Streisand album, which 
they'll begin recording in October or November of this 
year. Another project he’s excited about is a screenplay 
he has written with British screenwriter David English 
about drug smuggling in Miami. Maurice and Robin also 
helped with the screenplay, which is going to be turned 
into a feature length film that the Bee Gees will co-pro- 
duce with Robert Stigwood. Finally, Barry might be star- 
ring in his first serious motion picture. He has been of- 
fered the starring role of Che Guevara in the film version 
of “Evita,” the rock opera about Eva Peron. 

Maurice, on the other hand, recently co-produced the 
recent Osmond Brothers album, “Steppin’ Out.” It was a 
project he enjoyed doing and he hopes to do more inthe 
future. He has also completed work on the soundtrack 
for a proposed new movie, “The Geller Effect,” based on 
the Uri Geller story. He calls the music for it, “sort of like a 
love story cum “Star Wars.” It’s all instrumental.” 

Robin is excited with the prospect of producing the 
next Tina Turner album. He feels it will be a tremendous 
record and the actual recording might take place after 
the Bee Gees U.S. tour. 


REST & RELAXATION 


Even though the Bee Gees have been extremely busy, 
they recently had a chance to take a short break before 
tour rehearsals began at the end of May. Robin used the 
opportunity to return to England and spend a quiet 
month with his wife Molly and their two children. Coin- 
cidently, Maurice also took a short visit to England to go 
house-hunting with his wife Yvonne. Barry, meanwhile, 
stayed home in Miami and relaxed with his wife Lynda 
and their two children. Not for long, however, as he 
returned to the recording studio to help produce bro- 
ther Andy’s next album. 

In their spare time Barry, Maurice and Robin all enjoy 
similiar interests, the biggest of which is boating. Barry 
recently acquired a new 27 foot speed boat which he 
named “Spirit,” appropriately enough, while Maurice 
and Robin own boats named after their wives, “Yvonne,” 
and “Molly.” They also enjoy swimming and snooker, 
which is an English game similiar to pool, except that it 
uses a longer table. As Barry points out, “truth be 
known, we're just the same as anybody else. We enjoy 
television in the evening and we like to have a lot of 
friends over.” One hobby which Maurice particularly 
enjoys is photography. He jokingly refers to himself as a 
“mad photographer,” and hopefully, we'll run some of 
Maurice's photos in the next newsletter. 


With the overwhelming success and acclaim for the 
Bee Gees latest album, “Spirits Having Flown,” you 
would think they would be content to relax for a while. 
That’s not the case, however. Barry, Maurice and Robin 
are currently working on a brand new single which 
should be released in the immediate future. Also in the 
cards is the long-awaited “Greatest Hits” album, which 
will be out the latter part of this year. The album will in- 
clude all of the Bee Gees great tunes, starting with “Jive 
Talkin,” in 1975 and ending with the new single as a 
bonus track. 

The Bee Gees will begin recording their next studio 
album during the early part of 1981-and they have 
already begun writing material for it.

Angeles.

In addition to numerous recording awards, 
Barry, Maurice and Robin were also awarded 
a special Presidential Award for Artistic Excel- 
lence. They topped off the ceremony by joining 
younger brother Andy onstage while he was 
performing for the NARM Scholarship Foun- 
dation. 

‘Recently, Barry, Maurice and Robin walked 
away with top honors at the Broadcast Music, 
Inc.’s annual awards held atthe Beverly Wilshire 
Hotelin Los Angeles. They were awarded 25 Cita- 
tions of Achievement in the field of song-writing, 
including the society’s engraved glass plaque for 
the most performed tune of 1978, “Night Fever” 
from the “Saturday Night Fever” soundtrack.
